* EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—The 


closing chapter of the B. J.

as principal. 


The only alternative seemed to 


be, that, if the pressure became 
intolerable, the board would re- 
sign. The board members remain- 
ed firm throughout the controver- 
sy. One member, has announced, 
however, that he will not be a 
candidate for reelection n e x t 
spring;.

There remain ,two principal 


points of bitterness: (1) That the 
Frazer case was deliberated for 
month* behind closed doors and 
that he really had little oppor- 
tunity to answer for his short- 
comings, as charged, and (2) 
the bill of particulars issued by 
the board really consisted of 
matters that properly belonged 
in staff meetings and could be 
hashed out hi that faMiton. 


A large segment of the voting 


public, it must be recognized, 
remains unconvinced that Frazer 
was justifiably discharged. That's 
an argument that won't lie down, 
whether you're pro or con. 
There is also the matter of the 


school survey, which may or may 
not have been a factor in this argu- 
ment.

Today's board action obviously 


is its answer to a citizens' petition 
presented to the board May 29 
asking that Principal B. J. Frazer 
be rehired. The board in March 
asked the veteran of 
%30 years in 


the Dixon school system to resign 
'the principalship and expressed a 
lack of confidence in his adminis- 
tration. The' citizens' petition," in- 
cluding more than 3,000 names, 
touched off an open discussion 
during the June 9 board meeting. 
Frazer supporters asked the board 
to rehire the principal. 


Bross was a rural school teacher 


in 1933-34. He was principal of Co- 
lusa elementary school from 1934- 
40;''assistant high school principal 
in Mendon from 
1940-43; high 


school principal in Mendon from 
1943-47, and high school principal 
in Hoopeston from 1947-54.

Expires June 30 


The union's contract with U. S. 


Steel expires June 30. The union 
could call a strike anytime after 
that. The source, said however, 
there is great confidence on both 
sides that a strike will be avert* 
ed. 


The union's powerful 170-mem- 


ber wage policy committee is 
meeting here this morning, but 
most observers had believed the 
policy makers were called into ses- 
sion to approve contract proposals. 


The source said negotiations had' 


proceeded on a harmonious basia 
until weekend meetings were re- 
cessed when an issue considered 
important by the union could not 
be resolved. 


All-Day Meeting 


The source said negotiator* met 


all day Monday after a weekend 
recess. It was Indicated but not 
confirmed that the trouble devel- 
oped over the weekend after the 
negotiators had apparently been in 
accord on all issues until then. 


The union opened negotiations 


with U. S. Steel May 18 headed by 
President David J. McDonald. Tha 
Steelworkers bargaining team pre- 
sented demands for a guaranteed 
annual wage, a pay increase, bet- 
ter pensions and insurance and 
other contract changes. 


It has been reliably reported 


that the company and union had 
agreed on a package figure early 
last week and were devoting their 
time to distributing-the money.

JAUNDICE CONTACTS — We 


cannot take as a donor any person 
who has b_ad close contact for 24 
hours with a jaundice patient with- 


in the preceding si:: months. This 
in general means members of fam- 
ilies, nurses, others who may have 
taken care of the jaundice patient, 
Previously even a very slight con- 
tact with a jaundice patient was 
rejected. 


RABIES — Donors may be ac- 


cepted when one year has elapsed 
since last immunized. 


Unchanged requirements are: 
UNDULANT FEVER — Persons 


having had tindulant fever still are 
not accepted as donors. 


PREGNANCY; — An expectant 


mother can not be accepted as a 
donor during her pregnancy, not 
until one year after'the birth of 
•the child. 


SURGERY —(Six months must 


elapse after an operation before 
one maj; be a donor. 


TRANSFUSIONS — Six momns 


must elapse alter a person has re- 
reived a blood tiansfusion, Before 
he may be a donor.

2,4-D Sprays 
Kill Weeds in 
Cornfields 


URBANA — Spraying with 2. 4-D 


may be the answer to your weed 
problem if wet weather has made 
it difficult to control weeds in youi 
corn fields by cultivation. 


Fred W. Shfe. University of Illi- 


nois agronomist, says 2. 4-D will 
kill many broad-leafed weeds com- 
monly found in cornfields. But he 
recommends using it only when 
you cannot kill the weeds by care- 
ful cultivation. The reason is that 
there is some danger to corn in 
using 2, 4-D. 


Slife say you can use 2, 4-D on 


corn until it begins to tassel. On 
corn-over 12 inches tall, use nozzle 
extensions to put the spray down 
on the weeds and at the same time 
keep as much off the corn plants 
as possible. 


There are two types of 2, 4-D 


you can use, the ester type and the 
amine type. Use \i pound of acid 
of the ester or 3,j pound of acid of 
the amine type per acic. These 
are maximum rates and should 
be followed carefully to avoid seri- 
ous damage to the com. 


The most severe type of injury 


caused by 2, 4-D is stalk brittle- 
ness. If a storm occurs, or if you 
cultivate the com before the bnt- 
tlcness disappears, you may get 
serious stalk breakage. 


Another use for 2. 4-D sprays is 


to control weeds following the last 
cultivation. If you expect a dense 
growth of weeds after the coin has 
been l£id by, apply one pound of 
2, 4-D acid per acre directly to the 
soil by boom extensions. This will 
serve as a pro-emergence spray 
following cultivation. 


Weeds,that 2, 4-D will control are 


velvet leaf, jimson-weed, cockle- 
bur, pig weed, annual smartweed, 
horse weed, horscnettles and Can- 
ada thistles. 
Marketing Cards 
For Wheat Now 
Available at USDA 


The Lee County ASC office at 


Amboy advised that notices are be- 
ing mailed out to all faims which 
have planted within their 1954 
wheat acreage allotment or have 
planted not more than 15 acres of 
wheat and such wheat has been re- 
ported. 


Marketing cards have been pre- 


paied for the above farms. There 
is a marketing card for each per- 
son having an interest in the wheat 
on the farm. 


No wheat can be sold to any ele- 


vator or other buyer of wheat un- 
less a marketing card is presented 
to the elevator or other buyer. 


This marketing card can be se- 


cured by calling at the ASC office 
Farm Bureau building. Amboy, or 
filling out the lower part of the 
notice and mailing it to the ASC 
office, Amboy. It is suggested that 
each producer call at the office. In 
that way a tenant can arrange to 
secure the landlord's card where 
the landlord has an interest in the 
wheat. 


The securing of this marketing 


card should be taken care of be- 
fore harvest time. This office sug- 
gests that you secure it now and 
present it to the elevator where 
you intend to sell the wheat as 
soon as you secure the card. To 
secure a duphcae card involves 
red tape and delay.

base for working relations. They 
aho want to stay on farms longer 
and to be able to rest assured that 
they can. 


Many tenants would like to fix 


up things around the farm. And 
they would if they knew they could 
stay long enuogh to get their value 
back or that they would be pafd 
for them when they left. 


Expense sharing, between land- 


lord and tenant, is complicated at 
best, and Reiss *ays that is an- 
other thing many tenants 
feel 


needs to be improved. 


Falling farm prices have creat- 


ed a problem for cash-rent fa i tri- 
ers. They would rather have their 
rent based on bushels of corn or 
gallons of milk than on dollars, es- 
pecially now that faim dollars are 
a little scarcer. 


And like everyone else. Reiss, 


says, tenants? want a chance to 
better themselves, to move to a 
better position on the -tenancy 
scale and eventually either to own 
a farm or to own all it takes to 
operate one.

growth is ahead of that of a year 
ago, while com borer develop- 
ment is slightly later. Thus condi- 
tions are at least as favorable for 
this pest as they were last year. 
Corn borer pupation is complete 
throughout niost of Illinois, and 
emergence of moths is progressing 
rapidly. They are depositing eggs 
on the tallest, most rapidly grow- 
ing coin and some egg hatch is 
already recoidcd. However, survi- 
val of borers that have hatched up 
to now will be low and need not 
cause alarm except on early sweet 
corn. 


Barring unfavorable weather, egg 


laying may reach its peak about 
June 23-28. Theicfore. the tallest 
and most vigorously growing fields 
should be watched carefully dur- 
ing the next two to three weeks. 
Apply DDT, 1*4 pounds per acre, 
where egg counts and feeding war- 
HUH it. 


Time of ticatment varies with 


each field. If two applications are 
to be made, as in many hybrid seed 
fields, make the first about June 
25 or a few days theieafter, and 
the second during the week of July 
5. Best results me obtained when 
the first application is made about 
10 to 15 days befoie tassel emer- 
gence, and the second 7 to 10 days 
later.

Britisli-U. S. Meeting Signals New 


Alliance of Free Forces 


The coming visit to Washington of Prime Minister Chur- 


chill and Foreign Secretary Eden does not appear to reflect 
any new, "secret" emergency that only top U. S. and British 
leaders know of. It is, rather, a wholly logical development 
following from the continuing crisis of the free nations of 
Asia.The day the White House announced the Churchill-Eden 
visit, Sir Winston rose in the House of Commons and pro- 
nounced the Geneva conference deadlocked. 


He did not attach the word "failure," but he might well 


have. If it were anything else, he and Eden would not per- 
haps be making the Washington journey. 


While no agenda is announced for the meetings with 


President Eisenhower and Secretary of State Dulles, it is 
widely assumed that they signal Britain's acceptance of the 
idea that a new alliance of free forces must be erected in Asia 
to bulwark the democracies against advancing communism. 
• • • 


Since neither the United States nor Britain has given any 


sign of plunging into the Indochina war, any new alignment 
presumably must contemplate a defensive line that does not 
necessarily include that embattled land. 


That does not mean we have abandoned France in Indo- 


china. We have made plain we intend to go on aiding the 
French militarily so long as they fight. But we have not com- 
mitted our two countries to saving Indochina. 


We are leaving the French to fight on, or to make the 


best deal they can with ruthless Communist leaders bent on 
pressing their advantage to the limit. 


The absence of France at the coming Washington meet- 


ing is significant. The last time Sir Winston and Mr. Eisen- 
hower met, French Premier Joseph Laniel was also present. 


Though the current omission is cloaked by calling the 


new conference "informal," the fact is it accurately mirrors 
the existing realities of free world power . 


«•

That power, and the capacity for initiative and decision, 


seem to reside now solely with Britain and America. If these 
two can construct the'framework of an Asiatic "NATO," 
many others may be drawn in. including Asian peoples. 


France, slipping deeper into the bog of indecision, defeat 


and despair, can no longer be looked to for a central role in 
the struggle. 


This must be said without minimizing the long, heroic 


fight the French have made and may still go on making in 
Indochina. But they seem today to have lost all heart for 
the kind of resolute political action which must be demanded 
of a major power in such a crisis as the free world confronts. 


We all must hope that the Churchill-Eden visit portends 


new resolve and a new marshalling of strength against the 
Communists in Asia. 


And we must wish, too, that these distinguished leaders 


find time to discuss as well the practical alternatives to the 
xrital European army project on which the French have so 
long dragged their feet.

Child's First Trip to Camp 
Needs Honest Reassurance 


liy MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 


This summer Ted is going to 


camp for the first time. 


Until recently, he accepted the 


plan enthusiastically, asking ex- 
cited questions about the depth of 
the camp's lake and the frequency 
of riding lessons. 


But as opening day draws near, 


his enthusiasm has lost its bounce. 
The questions he asks have grown 
more personal. 


Now Ted is pursuing his parents 


with inquiries like these: "What 
will they say if I don't mnke my 
bed light? Can I sleep late. on 
Saturday mornings like at home, 
Mom? If I get sick to my stum- 
jrnick, who do I tell? Can I keep 
my radio beside my bed? Suppose 
1 got to telephone home for some- 
thing?" 


Do we answer all these ques- 


tions? 


I heard a teacher at the New 


York School of Social Work answer 
this identical question. 


One of his students asked: 
"I've been helping to prepare an 


eight-year-old boy for a foster 
home. A\: each interview, he grills 
me for more information about it. 
He wants to know everything from 
its rules on candy between meals 
to TV programs' reception. He 
asks the same questions over and 
over. Do I go on giving him this 
information?" 


"It's 
not the information he 


wants," said the teacher. "He is 
saying to you. 'Please help me 
with my fear that I won't be able 
to manage this new experience.' " 


Then ho added, "These superfi- 


cial questions simply represent the 
child's anxiety. He usos them to 
diffuse it and relieve himself of 
the anxiety's concentrated pres- 
sure on him." 


Parents who are eendlng chil- 


dren to camp for the first time will 
be glad to know this so that they 
can deal intelligently with this 
common fear of now environment 
and submission to strange authori- 
ty. 


How do we reassure it? 
First, we recall to Ted all his 


previously successful adventures 
away from home. We remind him 
of Uie happy month he spent with 
his grandparents the summer we 
had our appendix out. Of the week- 
ends he visited at Uie homes of his 
friends. 


Second, we give him what our 


social work teacher called the 
"continuity of support." 


We say: "Ted, daddy and I in- 


tend to make friends with your 
camp director. We would not be 
sending you to camp with anyone 
we couldn't trust to tell us if you 
need us. Wo plan to keep in touch 
with your camp director. We prom- 
ise you this." 


Third, we arrange to make good 


on our promise.

WASHINGTON—(NEA)-Regarclless of how the Atomic Energy 


Commission decides the security clearance case of Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer, it is now considered unlikely that his contract as a $100-a-day 
consultant will be renewed when it expires on June 30. 


In 1953 Dr. Oppenheimer worked 


only two and a half days of AF^C. 
The move to ease him out of the 
government's atomic picture has 
been on for some time, whether 
his security clearance is restored 
or not. 


Most people who have formed an 


opinion on the Oppenheimer mat- 
ter have based it on the summary 
recommendations of the two-to-one 
findings of the special investigat- 
ing board headed by Gordon Gray 
president 
of the 
University of 


North Carolina and former Secre- 
tary of War. Many have found the 
substance of this report highly In- 
consistent. 


That a man can display "a high 


degree of discretion reflecting an 
unusual ability to keep to himself 
vital secrets," and still bring forth 
a recommendation ho was not a 
good security risk, has not made 
sense.

000 words of testimony in the hear- 
ings, now made public, or even

The Doctor Says: 


Many Death-Dealing Brain 
Tumors Yield to Surgery 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


About one person out of 100 dies 


as a result of a brain tumor. As 
soon as this danger became fully 
realized, the resources of medical 
science were thrown into the bat- 
tle. As a result, today many brain 
tumors can be discovered early and 
can be successfully removed by 
the highly skilled surgical methods 
which have been developed. 


Tumors of the brain may lie al- 


most anywhere inside the skull. 
The symptoms, therefore, depend 
on where the tumor is located, 
and its size. 


In some cases, it may produce 


difficulties in swallowing. In other 
cases, the symptom's may involve 
the hearing, the eyesight, or mus- 
cular coordination in one part of 
the body or another. Headache is 
a fairly common sympton of brain 
tumor and so is persistent vomit- 
ing. Of course a person can have 
any of these symptoms from some 
other cause. • * * 


IF A BRAIN tumor is suspected, 


the nervous system must be care- 
fully examined to find out exactly 
where the tumor is before an op- 
eration 
is even thought about. 


Such tests include examining the 
muscular strength, the vision and 
hearing, and the nerve reactions. 


Fuild must be removed from the 


spinal canal or the openings in the 
brain examined. Other fuilds may 
be injected into the canal which 
will show up in X-rays and thus 
help in locating the tumor. 


Air can be injected into the 


spaces in the brain — this sounds 
rather fearsome but is not — and 
this too helps to locate* the area 
of the tumor. In some cases, meas- 
uring the electrical waves which 
pass through the brain is also of 
great value. 


THERE ARE several kinds of 


tumors as well as many locations. 
Some are very slow growing and 
"benign"; other are rapidly grow- 
ing and "malignant." In spite of

QUESTION: I checked with the 


social security office when I was 
05 and was told I was three quar- 
ters .short and therefore not elig- 
ible for benefits. 1$ it possible for 
me to ever become eligible for so- 
cial security payments? 


ANSWER: Quarters of coverage 


to earn eligibility for social se- 
curity payments do not have to be 
earned before you are age 65. If 
you are a few quarters short when 
you attain age 65 you can earn tha 
additional quarters after age 65. 
In a case such as this you will be 
eligible for payments as soon as 
you have earned the required quar- 
ters of coverage. 


QUESTION: I have 10 quarters 


of coverage. Does this mean I 
will get maximum payments when 
I reach age 63? 


ANSWER: Quarters of coverage 


"have no dirtect relationship on the 
amount of benefits you will re- 
ceive. Quarters of coverage are a 
measuring stick which determines 
whether or not you have paid 
enough "what might be termed 
premiums" to be entitled to pay- 
ments. If you have the required 
quarters of coverage you are elig- 
ible for payments. The amount of 
your payments depend on your 
average earnings. The social se- 
curity has a good booklet on "How 
to Estimate Social Security Pay- 
ments." Write to this paper,asking 
for a copy. Be sure to give your 
name and address.

Chicago U. Prof Speaks 
To Retarded Child Group 


Discusses Delinquency, Necessity 
6To Accept' Exceptional Children 


Retarded children arc seldom de 


iinquent children, Dr. Clifford B. 
Shaw of the University of Chicago 
told the North Central Illinois As- 
sociation for Aid to Retarded Chil 
dren Monday at a meeting in the 
Loveland C o m m u n i t y building, 
DLxon. 


Dr. Shaw is head of the Univer 


sity's department of sociology and 
instiute of juvenile research. He 
has been in the field of child 
cation for 35 years. 


The university faculty member 


said Uiat "a very small percentage 
of delinquency can be credited to 
mental retardation." Dr, Shaw 
said records show that the mental 
level of the persons chosen for Uie 
service are about the same as the 
mental level of the people in'our 
prisons. 


Draws Parallel 


Dr. Shaw drew a parallel in 


speaking of the problems of -the 
delinquent and" the retarded. He 
asserted Uiat the delinquent usual 
ly becomes worse for his experi- 
ence because he is "labeled" and 
shunned by society. He has little 
choice but to return to crime. 


The situation wiUi especially gift- 


ed and mentally retarded children 
is virtually the same, Uie speaker 
told his audience. Schools, he said, 
brand these children as "differ- 
ent." They are lost in the mass and 
confused. Tlie gifted child becomes 
bored and Uie retarded child loses 
hope of succeeding. BoUi often lose 
the desire to try. 


Urgrs Acceptance 


Dr. Shaw called upon all society, 


especially Uie church, neighbors, 
nnd teachers, and those with whom 
Uie exceptional child conies in con- 
tact, not just to train Uie child, but 
to accept him for what he is. 


"Make him feel Uiat he belongs." 


Uie sociologist said. "When Uic 
child is placed in a situation where 
he feels he is accepted, he will 
Uirive and become a better adjust- 
ed individual. - 


Dr. Shaw's final advice to the 


gathering was "Love the child. 
Don't quit. Don't give up. The 
soundness of your judgment de- 
pends upon your planning for these 
children. In Uie unity of such as- 
sociations as these will be found 
Uic foundation for much pood."

Dollar Aid, Gain in Trade 
Enables Pound to Walk Alone

NEW YORK «V-Eisenhower and 


Churchill are talking things over 
again this week—in an economic 
atmosphere 
that 
has 
changed 


markedly since their last meeting. 


John Bull's needs aren't as ur- 


gent. Uncle Sam's purse isn't as 
bulging. 


Political turmoil between the 


East and West may be greater 
today. But Europe's dollar^'gap 
isn't showing much now. And its 
industrial and currency problems 
are a lot less pressing. ' 


There's even talk that in a few 


months England's* pound sterling 
may again be strong enough to 
walk alone, freely convertible with 
the dollar—if- a reserve fund to 
bolster it is set up. just in case. 


Europe's comparatively 
happy 


situation is due partly to the gams 


in tiadc and industry it has made 
during the time America's pro* 
duction was slipping. 


It also is due partly to the con- 


tinued high contributions by the 
United States, measured in dol- 
lars. In spite of the policy of 
economy in this country, dollats 
have 
flowed 
abroad 
in much 


gi eater volume than either Euro- 
peans or Americans anticipated a 
year ago. 


Direct aid has continued, al- 


though the accent has been largely 
military. And American tourists, 
businessmen and military person- 
nel have spent freely. 


The notion^ widely held abroad, 


that when America's boom stub- 
bed its toe. Europe would have 
another. sinking spell like 1849's. 
hasn't come true. This time there's 
been scarcely a bobble on the 


other side of the^ Atlantic. 


The United States is still the in- 


dustrial and financial kingpin. But 
the economic dependency of its 
European allies isn't as great now 
as a few years back. "And this may 
color some of the decisions to be 
made this week in Washington. 


Perhaps the biggest European 


economic gains have come about 
through the 'continuing flow -of 
American dollars abroad.' In the 
last two years European countries 
have increased their reserves of 
gold and dollars by abc^ut four bil- 
lion dollars. Some of them are 
near the point where their cur- 
rency can be made freely con- 
vertible with the American dollar. 


American economic aid, dollars 


for purchases of military goods 
abroad, both for ourselves and our 
allies, and U.S. government spend- 
ing abroad for services—troop pay, 
rents, communications, local labor 
—added to what American tourists 
spend, came to more than four 
billion dollars last year.

Explain System 


:< Under the new system, a farmer 
'will not be eligible for price sup- 


-; port aid on any crop unless he 
"abides by controls on all individual 
* cash crops he raises. Farmers 
have leaned heavily on price sup- 
ports the past two years. • 


The new program is designed to 


reduce total plantings by about 40 
million acres, or one-eighth, below 
1953. 


Controls are in effect this year 


on wheat, cotton,' corn, peanuts 
• and some other crops. But a farm- 
er who diverted land from the pro- 
'.duction of wheat, for example, 
' could use it to grow other surplus 
or non-surplus crops without losing 
price support aid on his main 
crop. Thus some wheat land was 
put to corn, although corn farmers 
themselves had been asked to cut 
production. 


Shift SurpluKOH 


The effect, Benson said, was to 


enable farmers to "shift the sur- 
pluses" from one set "of crops to 
another. Planting surveys indicate 
that much of the land diverted in 
1»54 from wheat and cotton is be- 
ing used to produce what may turn 
out to be excessive supplies of soy- 
beans, flaxseed, oats, rye, barley, 
grain sorghums, dry beans and 
vegetables. 
> 


In 1955, the department plans to 


issue individual planting 
allot- 


ments for wheat, cotton, corn, to- 
bacco, peanuts and sugar crops. 
.A farmer must comply with all 
such allotments that may bo as- 
signed to him or lose all price 
support loans. 


In addition, farmers who reduce 


plantings of these allotment crops 
by more than 10 acres in all will be 
given "total acreage allotments" 
for their cash crops. To get price 
support aid, they must *tay within 
these total allotments and also 
comply with all individual crop 
allotments. 


Prevent Increane* 


This requirement is designed to 


prevent increases in 1955 acreages 
of such non-allotment crops as soy- 
beans, flaxseed, oats, rye, barley, 
grain 
sorghums, potatoes, 
dry 


beans and vegetables above the 
1953 levels. Thus, many farmers 
would be under pressure to cut 
back on some of these latter crops 
as well as the allotment crops. 


In announcing the controls, Ben- 


son voiced dislike for such curbs 
but said he had no other "Im- 
mediate" choice. The government 
must take steps, he said, to reduce 
production to the aize of declining 
post war markets. 


The secretary said he had no 


idea how long it may be necessary 
to continue rigid controls. He .said 
flexible price supports advocated 
by the administration would hasten 
the day when agricultural produc- 
tion matched markets. He said the 
present high, rigid supports have 
encouraged overproduction at a 
time when it was not needed. The 
issue of flexible versus rigid sup- 
ports is pending in congress, where 
there is strong opposition to the 
flexible plan.

Sacrifice Fly Rule Hiking 
Major Loop Batting Marks 


NEW YORK—W>—The sacrifice fly. revived after 14 years to hike 


baseball's batting averages, is doing its Job in a big league way. 


An Associated Press survey dis- 


closed today that the restored rule 
generally has increased hitting 
percentages three points over what 
they would have been without the 
regiilauon.' 


A total of 314 sacrifice fhes have 


been hit in the majors, lifting the 
overall average in both circuits 
from .257 ,to .260. The National 
league has accounted for 160 SF's 
and the American 154. 


Three players—Gil Hodges of 


Brooklyn, Andy Pafko of Milwau- 
kee and Mickey Vernon of Wash- 
ington—have better-than-.300 aver- 
ages because of the sacrifice fly. 


Hodges, the Dodgers' strapping 


first baseman, has hit the most 
sacrifice flies in the major leagues, 
eight. He is 11 points to the good,, 
with 'a current mark of .309. He 
would be batting .298 under last 
year's rules. 


Pafko, with four sacrifice flies,, 


is batting .303 and Vernon, also 
with four, is at .301. Andy, with- 
out his sacrifice fly total, would be 
at .297 and Vernon at .296. 


The revived regulation gives a 


sacrifice fly, instead of a time at 
bat, to a player who scores another 
with a fair fly ball. It was written 
into the mlqs last November %fter 
'being dropped prior to the 1940 
season. 


Others who show a decided profit 


ftpm sacrifice flies are Al Rosen 
of the Indians, Red Schoendiens't 
and Ray Jablonski of the Cardinals, 
Frank House of the Tigers, Minnie 
Minoso of the White Sox, Granny 
Hamncr of the Phillies, Gus Bell 
of the Redlegs and Sid Gordon of 
the Pirates. 


When the rule was revived, ex- 


perts said that long ball hitters 
would benefit the most from it. 


Yet Mickey Mantle of the Yan- 


kees, Ralph Kiner of the Cubs and 
Ray Boone of the Tigers have still 
to hit their first sacrifice fly.
